There is said to be a scarcity fif 

vegetables antl general farm pro- 
duce in Richmond, and the ship- 
ments from the cotmty are i)e- ' 
coming' more extensive daily, ac- I 
cording to reports, and the cause k 
is bringing about an investigatit-n i 
upon the part of certain city offi- 
cials who believe they are to be 
confronted with some interesting 
statistics soi>n. 

The attenticjn was first called 
to the situation through the gen- 
eral scarcity of produce and tiie 
'extensive shipping from the coun- 
ty. It is said that at the small 
railway stations everything in the 
way of "eatables" iti being sent 
away. Or>e farmer named i*ow- 
ers, said he understood he had t(i 
have a license to sell his produce 
in Richmond, while he could take 
it to the railway station and dis- 
pose of it at market prices with- 
out fur^lier trbuWe or expense. 

It develops that there is an im- 
pression, which is being widel\ 
accepted among the people of the 
cotmty, that there is a license ne- 
cessary to dispose of products of 
the garden and farm in the city. 
This is entirely erroneous, stated 
City Attorney Joe P. Chenauit. 
whose attentiim has been called 
to the situation. 

There is a wide distinction be- 
tween the peddler an<l the man 
who is a resident of tiie county. 
The peddler is well defined in the 
law, while the Same law holds 
that farm products are exemi)ted 
from taxation. There are reports 
of various natures going the 
rounds relative to the scarcity <ii 
fruits and vegetables, and Cit\ 
Attorney Chenauit invites any in- 
formation regarding the subject. 
One mail who stated the county 
was especially noted for the lus- 
cious j)eaches grown, a^di^d that 
ke could riot. get ja-ny thing' of the 
•kinfl 'on' tlie market, and' none 
were to be found in the city to his 
knowledge, although great quan- 
tities were being shipped away. 
This, it* is said, is an illustration 
of the patronage of the city in hi- 
line by /the avefage producer. 
They.^tj^ aware of the' fact that 
thev can take their products to 
ftirl-vv riy-- station and 
dis|J05e. wf * it at a fair iMTce with- 
f)tit worrying about coming tc» 
town or having to pay a license. 
'I'liere is absolutely no taxatit»n or 
license whatever attacluHl to the 
sale of fruits and vegetables 
groAvn by the people of Madison 
county in the city of Richmond.
